| pests of summer proceed from animalcules 
icommonly termed " wiggle .tailsJ; 
If a 


bowl of water is placed in the summers 
sun for a fetv- days a number of " wiggle 
tails ;I will be visible, and they will> contin- 
ue to increase in size till they reached three- 
sixteenths of an inch in length, 'remain 
longer at the surface as they approach ma- 
turity, seeming to live on ibfloences-tlerived 
from the two -elements of air and "water: 
finally they will assume a chrysalis lorro^ 
and, by an increased specific gravity sink 
to the bottom of the bowl. 
A few hours 


only will elapse when a short furze or hair 
wilLgrowout on every side of each, till it 
assumes the form of a minute eat-evpiller. — 
Its specific .gravity being thus counteracted, 
it will readily float to the surface, and be 
wafted to the side of the bowl by the slight- 
est bi'eath of air. 
In & short time a fly will 


be hatched and. escape, leaving its tiny 
house .upon the surface of .the water. 


Any .one who has had a cistern in the yard 


has doubtless observed the same eiFect every 
summer, although he. may be ignorant of 
the simple and beautiful process of develop- 
ment. If a pitcher .or cistern or other, wa- 
ter containing, these animalcules is placed 
in a close room overnight, from which all. 
musquitoes have .been excluded, enough 
rmisqnitbeg will breed .from it during .the 
night to give any satisfactory amount of 
trouble. In fact, standing, by a shady, 
half stagnant pool on a midsummer's day, 
the full development of any amount of "wig- 
gle tails " to the musquitoe state can be wit- 
nessed, and the origin of these disturbers of 
night's slumbers thus fully ascertained. — 
Scientific American.

Upon a motion to strike out the anti-sla- 


very clause, it waa decided in the negative, 
and the rote stood for the proviso, six states 
—New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New Tork and Penu- 
aylvania; against it, three states—Virginia, 
Maryland and North Carolina. 
Of the 


twenty-three delegates present sixteen were 
for the proviso aad seven against it. Dela- 
ware and Georgia were not then represented 
in congress; and tbe atate of New Jersey 
waa not counted. Under the provisions of 
the articlts of, confederation, which then 
controlled the legislation of congress, the 
votes of a majority of all the slates were 
necessary. Aa there were thirteen states, 
aix was not a majority of tbe whole, hence 
the. Jefferson proviso waa not adopted. Had 
tbe principle of a democratic majority then 
prevailed, and had the almost universal sen 
timent of the people of that time been re 
apected, tbe question of slavery in this coun- 
try would have been settled forever. 


It ia true that Mr. Jefferson bad nothing 


todo<Krar% with the.ordinance of 1787, 
but indirectly he had a great deal to do witb 
it inasmuch as be was the author of its most 
important provision. If Mr. Douglas had 
been disposed to treat this subject fairly, he 
would have stated tbe whole history of the 
matter, instead of suppressing a part of it. 


Reference ia frequently made to what "the 


fathers" thought of slavery and of the pow- 
er of congress to prohibit it in the territo 
ries. The action of the first congress after 
tbe constitution of the United States was 
formed, upon the ordinance of 1787, ia con- 
clusive evidence on this point. Tbat or 
dinance, wbicb prohibited slavery from all 
the territory then possessed by the country, 
was adopted by congress under the confed- 
eration, and in order to give it " full effect,' 
it was ratified by congress immediately af- 
ter tbe constitution waa formed. Tbe whole 
act waa passed by the new congress, withou 
a division, no well were tbey satisfied of its 
policy and constitutionality. Seventeen ol 
the members of tbat congress were also 
members of'the convention which framed 
the constitution. JAMBS MADISON was 
member of both these bodies, and GEORGE 
WABHINGTOS was presiding officer of the 
constitutional convention, and as presiden 
of the United States signed the ettactmen 
adapting the ordinance of '87 to the new 
atafe of things under the United States con 
Stitution, consecrating our north west territo 
ry perpetually to freedom. 


When "the lathers" lived/popular sov 


ereignty in the territories had not been in 
vented. They thought tbey bad a right to 
exclude atavery from the territories, but in 
these days of a bastard democracy it is M 
serted that we have no right to do what tbe 
" fathjpra " thought was proper and consti 
tutional. Were Jefferson, Washington, anc 
Madison right, or do Stephen A. Douglas 
and hia followers know more than those wbo 
laid the foundation of our government?

.LINCOLN IN 185G.—We have made below 


a few extracts from The Boston Journal'

,; Douglas .said at Syracuse that Jefferson. 
.had'nothing to'do with .the ordinance "of 
1787. The clause prohibiting slavery, in 
this ordinance, was copied from the .ordi- 
nance of 1784, of which Jefferson was the 
author and which can now be seen at Wash- 
ington, in his own hand writing. This or- 
dinance of 1784-, included not only the ter- 
ritory of the northwest, but reached for- 
ward intolthe. future and provided for all 
terriimif w7iich..we-the>i possessed, or ever ex- 
pected to possess. It was reported by a 
committee of the old congress of the con- 
feratiorjj consisting of Mr. Jefferson, Mr. 
Howell-and Mr. Chase, and was the work of 
Jefferson.- . - : - . ; 
. . " ' ' ' • 


Upon a motion to strike out the anti-sla- 


very clause,"it was decided in the negative, 
and the vote stood'for .the proviso, six states 
—-NewHampsMre/. Massachusetts, Bhode 
Island, Connecticut, New York and Penn- 
sylvania ; against it, three states—Virginia, 
Maryland and North Carolina. 
Of the 


twenty-three delegates present sixteen were 
for.the proviso and seven against it. Dela: 


ware and Georgia were not then represented 
in congress ; and the state of New Jersey 
was not counted. Under the provisions of 
the articles of, confederation, which then 
controlled the legislation of congress, the 
votes of a majority of all the states were 
necessary. As there were thirteen states, 
six was not a majority of the whole, hence 
the. Jefferson proviso was notadopted. Had 
the principle of a democratic majority then 
prevailed, and had ths almost universal sen- 
timent of the people of that time been re- 
spected, the question of slavery ID this coun- 
try would have been settled forever. 


It is true that Mr. Jefferson had nothing 


to do directly with, the ..ordinance of 1787, 
but indirectly he had a great deal to do with 
it inasmuch as he was the author of its most 
important provision. If Mr. Douglas had 
been disposed to treat this subject fairly, he 
would have stated the whole history of the 
matter, instead .of suppressing a part of it. 


Reference is frequently made to what "the 


fathers " thought of slavery and of the pow- 
er of congress to prohibit it in tha territo- 
ries. 
The action of the first congress after 


the constitution of the United States was 
formed, upon the ordinance of 1787, ia con- 
clusive evidence on this point. That or- 
dinance, which prohibited slavery from all 
the territory then possessed by the country, 
was adopted by congress under the confed- 
eration, and in order to give it " full effect," 
it was ratified by congress immediately af- 
ter the constitution was formed. The whole 
act was passed by the new congress, without 
a division, so-well, were they satisfied of its 
policy and constitutionality. Seventeen of 


the. members of that congress were also 
members of'the convention which framed 
the constitution. JAMES MADISON was a 
member of both these bodies, and1 GEOBOB 
WASHINGTON was: presiding officer of the 
constitutional convention, and as president 
of the United States signed the enactment 
adapting the ordinance of :87 to the new 
state of things under the United States con- 
stitution, consecrating our northwest territo- 
ry perpetually to freedom.

LANDS MORTGAGED TO THB_SIATJI.—In 


referring to the list of forfeited mortgaged 
lands this week published, we may briefly 
allude to sundry developments just made 
in this county, which may hereafter be" en- 
larged upon.

a few extracts from The Boston Journal's1 


report of the proceedings of the national 
republican convention at Philadelphia, on 
the 19th of June 1856, which show that.

ed the nume of Abraham Lincoln of Illi- 
nois for Vice President, as a prince of good 
fellows and an old line whig.

of Lincoln's fitness for the position. He is 
a native of Kentucky and a Henry Clay 
whig, and the favorite son of Illinois. Illi- 
nois will be safe for Fremont with Lincoln, 
and safe without him'. [Great cheers.] 


Question. Can Mr. Lincoln fight ? 
Answer. Yes sir. (And the venerable 


gentleman jumped about.three feet high, by 
giving force to his answer.) 


Judge Palmer of Illinois, on old line 


democrat, supported Lincoln warmly. They 
would go for Dayton if he was put up.—

Douglas said at Syracuse that Jefferson 


had nothing to do with the ordinance of 
1787. The clause prohibiting slavery, in 
this ordinance, was copied from the ordi- 
nance of 1784, of which JeS'erson was the 
author and which can now be seen at Wash- 
ington, in his own hand writing. This or- 
dinance of 1784, included not only the ter- 
ritory of the northwest, but reached for- 
ward into the future and provided for all 
territory tvJiicJi. we flien possessed, or ever ex- 
pected to possess. It was reported by a 
committee of the old congress of the o.on- 
feration, consisting of Mr. Jefferson, Mr. 
Howell and Mr. Chase, and was the work of 
Jefferson. 


Upon a motion to strike out the anti-sla- 


very clause, it was decided in the negative, 
and the vote stood for the proviso, six states 
—.New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New York and Penn- 
sylvania ; against it, three states—Virginia, 
Maryland and North Carolina. 
Of the 


twenty-three delegates present sixteen were 
for the proviso and seven against it. Dela- 
ware and Georgia were not then represented 
in congress ; and the state of New Jersey 
was not counted. Under the provisions of 
the articles of confederation, which then 
controlled the legislation of congress, the 
votes of a majority of all the states were 
necessary. As there were thirteen states, 
six was not a majority of the whole, hence 
the Jefferson proviso was not adopted. Had 
the principle of a democratic majority then 
prevailed, and had ths almost universal sen- 
timent of the people of that time been re- 
spected, the question of slavery in this coun- 
try would have been settled forever. 


It is true that Mr. Jefferson had nothing 


to do directly with the ordinance of 1787, 
biit indirectly he had a great deal to do with 
it inasnrach as he was the author of its most 
important provision. If Mr. Douglas bad 
been disposed to treat this subject fairly, lie 
would have stated the whole history of the 
matter, instead of suppressing a part of it. 


Reference is frequently made to what "the 


fathers " thought of slavery and of the pow- 
er of congress to prohibit it in the territo- 
ries. The action of the first congress after 
the constitution of the United States was 
formed, upon the ordinance of 1787, is con- 
clusive evidence on this point. That or- 
dinance, which prohibited slavery from ail 
the territory then possessed by the country, 
was adopted by congress under the confed- 
eration, and in order to give it " full effect," 
it was ratified by congress immediately af- 
ter the constitution was formed. 
The whole 


act was passed by the new congress, u'ithout 
a division, so well were they satisfied of its 
policy and constitutionality. Seventeen of 
the members of that congress were also 
members of the convention which framed 
the constitution. JAMES MADISON was a 
member of "both these bodies, and GEORGE 
WASHINGTON was presiding officer of the 
constitutional convention, and as president 
of the United States signed the enactment 
adapting the ordinance of ?87 to the new

LANDS MORTGAGED TO THE STATE.—In 


referring to the list of forfeited mortgaged 
lands this week published, we may briefly 
allude to sundry developments just made 
in this county, which may hereafter b« en- 
larged upon. A number of the. town su- 
perintendents with whom we have convers- 
ed-4iave, by request of the department, made 
enquiry of the value of the mortgaged land, 
and find loans were made from the school 
fund some years since upon property, now 
worth only one-half, one-third or one-fourth 
of the amount, the men meantime, whose 
notes were given along with the mortgages, 
having frequently turned up missing. A 
curious feature has also turned up in the 
tracing of the moneys obtained on four or 
five tracts directly to one man who had no 
title to the lands, he having persuaded the 
owners to give the state their notes, they, 
meanwhile, being without any voucher from 
him, and having just become aware of their 
responsible position.

somewhere, as the money could not have 
been had except upon affidavit of the town 
superintendents that the land was worth 
double the amount loaned. 
We trust 


prompt measures will be adopted to pre- 
vent our valuable school fund from becom- 
ing, to auy further extent, a fund open to 
political or corrupt purposes,—in short, a 
corruption fund.—-Baraboo Republic.

MRS AARTTJSO TO HAVE A NEW TRIAL.— 


The New York court of appeals has grant- 
ed Mrs. Hartung, who was convicted of the 
murder of her husband, a new trial. , The 
News gives the following synopsis of her 
case: 
: ' 


She was found guilty of poisoning her 


husband by a jury of Albany county, and 
sentenced to be hung. An appeal was ta- 
ken to the general term of the supreme 
court, and the verdict of that jury confirm- 
ed. The governor refused to interfere with 
the execution of the sentence, and the case 
was take* to the court of appeals. Pend- 
ing the decision of this our highest tribu- 
nal, the legislature, which had unwisely at- 
tempted to interfere with the governor's 
prerogative of pardon, passed the law abol- 
ishing cupital punishment under certain 
circumstances. This law, which has ope- 
rated thus far so unfavorably on the protec- 
tion of life and the suppression of crime, 
was passed, it was thought, for the purpose 
of saving this young and handsome, but 
wretched woman from the gallows, and will 
prevent her execution even in case she is 
again convicted. All that we know of her 
guilt is from the testimony on her trial — 
We hope that justice will not be defeated 
in her case, or in any other, by the unwise 
interference of the legislature, or by any 
other means.

1T87. Ti* clause prohibiting slavery, in 
thia ordinance, was copied pom the ordi- 
nance of 1784, of which Jefferson was the 
author and which can now be seen at Wash- 
ington, in his own hand writing. This or- 
dinance of 1784, included not only the ter- 
ritory of the northwest, but reached for- 
ward into the future and provided for all 
territoryykick vn thenfouessed, orner ex- 
pected to possess. It waa reported by a 
committee of the old congress of the con- 
feration, consisting of Mr. Jefferson, Mr, 
How*Il4nd*Mr. Chase, atd was the work of 
Jefferson,

Upon a motion to strike out the anti-sla- 


very clause, it waa decided in the negative, 
and the rote stood for the proviso, six states 
—New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New Tork and Penu- 
aylvania; against it, three states—Virginia, 
Maryland and North Carolina. 
Of the 


twenty-three delegates present sixteen were 
for the proviso aad seven against it. Dela- 
ware and Georgia were not then represented 
in congress; and tbe atate of New Jersey 
waa not counted. Under the provisions of 
the articlts of, confederation, which then 
controlled the legislation of congress, the 
votes of a majority of all the slates were 
necessary. Aa there were thirteen states, 
aix was not a majority of tbe whole, hence 
the. Jefferson proviso waa not adopted. Had 
tbe principle of a democratic majority then 
prevailed, and had the almost universal sen 
timent of the people of that time been re 
apected, tbe question of slavery in this coun- 
try would have been settled forever. 


It ia true that Mr. Jefferson bad nothing 


todo<Krar% with the.ordinance of 1787, 
but indirectly he had a great deal to do witb 
it inasmuch as be was the author of its most 
important provision. If Mr. Douglas had 
been disposed to treat this subject fairly, he 
would have stated tbe whole history of the 
matter, instead of suppressing a part of it. 


Reference ia frequently made to what "the 


fathers" thought of slavery and of the pow- 
er of congress to prohibit it in the territo 
ries. The action of the first congress after 
tbe constitution of the United States was 
formed, upon the ordinance of 1787, ia con- 
clusive evidence on this point. Tbat or 
dinance, wbicb prohibited slavery from all 
the territory then possessed by the country, 
was adopted by congress under the confed- 
eration, and in order to give it " full effect,' 
it was ratified by congress immediately af- 
ter tbe constitution waa formed. Tbe whole 
act waa passed by the new congress, withou 
a division, no well were tbey satisfied of its 
policy and constitutionality. Seventeen ol 
the members of tbat congress were also 
members of'the convention which framed 
the constitution. JAMBS MADISON was 
member of both these bodies, and GEORGE 
WABHINGTOS was presiding officer of the 
constitutional convention, and as presiden 
of the United States signed the ettactmen 
adapting the ordinance of '87 to the new 
atafe of things under the United States con 
Stitution, consecrating our north west territo 
ry perpetually to freedom. 


When "the lathers" lived/popular sov 


ereignty in the territories had not been in 
vented. They thought tbey bad a right to 
exclude atavery from the territories, but in 
these days of a bastard democracy it is M 
serted that we have no right to do what tbe 
" fathjpra " thought was proper and consti 
tutional. Were Jefferson, Washington, anc 
Madison right, or do Stephen A. Douglas 
and hia followers know more than those wbo 
laid the foundation of our government?

MRS AARTUSG TO HAVE A NEW TRIAL.-- 


The New York court of appeals has grant- 
ed Mrs. Hartung, who was convicted°f the 
murder of her husband, a new tria.1. The 
News gives the following synopsis of her 
case: 


She was found guilty of poisoning her 


husband by a jury of Albany county, and 
sentenced to be hung. An appeal was ta- 
ken to the general term of the supreme 
court, and the verdict of that jury confirm- 
ed. The governor refused to interfere with 
the execution of the sentence, and the case 
was taken to the court of appeals. Pend- 
ing the decision of this our highest tribu- 
nal, the legislature, which had unwisely at- 
tempted to interfere with the governor's 
prerogative of pardon, passed the law abol- 
ishing capital punishment under certain 
circumstances. This law, which has ope- 
rated thus far 30 unfavorably on the protec- 
tion of life and the suppression of crime, 
was passed, it was thought, for the purpose 
of saving this young and handsome, but 
wretched woman from the gallows, and will 
prevent her execution even in case she is 
again convicted. All that we know of her 
guilt is from the testimony on her trial.— 
We hope that justice will not be defeated 
m her case, or in any other, by the unwise 
interference of the legislature, or by any 
other means.

has resigned his seat in congress, to take 
effect on the first of January.

ing a splended torch-light procession, num- 
bering nearly 300, and marching in beauti-

ful order through the principal streets of the 
village. 


The audience was addressed by Gov. 


Randall in one of his most eloquent and 
brilliant speeches, which will have its effect 
at the polls. Gov. Randall also addressed 
the Wide Awakes from the balcony of the 
American House in au eloquent manner.— 
During this speech a base attempt was made 
ay some of the over-zealous Douglasites to 
destroy its effect by trying to get up a dis- 
turbance in the audience. A company of 
Wide Awakes was immediately in their 
midst, who promptly abated the nuisance. 


The governor was followed by a gentle- 


man from Beaver Dam.' The Markesan 
glee club then sung some beautiful songs

An appeal was ta- 
ken to th« general term or the supreme 
courtand the verdict of that jury confirm- 
ed. The governor refused to interfere with 
the execution of. tbe sentence, and the case 
was take* to the court of appeals. Pend- 
ing the decision of this onr highest tribu- 
nal,, the legislature, which had unwisely at- 
tempted to interfere with the governor's 
prerogative of pardon, passed tbe law abol- 
ishing capital punishment under certain 
cttcnmatanoee. This law, which has ope- 
rated thus far so unfavorably on the protec- 
tion of life and the suppression of crime, 
was passed, it was thought, for the purpose 
of saving this young and handsome, but 
wretched woman from the gallows, aud will 
prevent ber execution even jn case she ia 
agftin convicted. All that we know of her 
guilt is from the testimony on her trial 
We hope that justice will not be defeated 
in her case, or in any other, by the unwise 
interference of the legislature, or by ani 
other means.
